TURN PIVOTAL POINTS 


London Is Convinced Polish Cap­ 


ital Will Be Taken. 


London, July 21.— From tho shores 
of the Gulf of Riga in the north to 
th a t part of Southern Poland hack 
into which they drove tho Russians 
from Galicia tho Austro-German ar­ 
mies are still surging forward and if 
W arsaw can be denied them it will he 
alm ost a miracle. 
This soeniB to be the consensus of 
opinion, even anions those in E ng­ 
land who, heretofore, have been hope­ 
ful that Ute Russians would turn and 
deliver a counter blow, and news of 
the evacuation of the Polish capital, 
followed by the trium phant entry of 
the G erm ans 
amid such 
scenes as 
were enacted at Przemysl and i*em- 
berg, would come as no surprise. 
Two pivotal points in their drtve 
in Poland have been turned by the 
Teutonic allies. 
Ostrolenka, a strong­ 
hold 
on the 
Narew river, 
seventy 
miles northeast of W arsaw, and Ra­ 
dom, flfty-seven miles to the south 
of that town and thirty miles from 
Ivandorod. another of the great fort­ 
resses which girdle the Polish capital, 
have fallen, according to Merlin and 
Vienna.

Cholm railway is still in the hands of 
the Russians so far as Is known, hut 
the town .of L u b lin ,has either been 
captured or is in danger of falling into 
the grip of tile Austro-Germans, the 
Russian 
commander-in-chief 
having 
issued through the civil governor an 
order th a t in case of a retreat the 
male population is to attach itself to 
the retreating troojs*.

digress went into session to solve 
the m atter of adequate pensions for 
etired ministers of the Protestant 
denominations. 
Dr. J. B. Hlngley of Chicago, sec­ 
retary of the board 
of 
conference 
laimants of the Methodist Episcopal 
hurch. presided. 
The prime object 
in calling the meeting was to devise 
mums of raising an endowment f ind 
•f $50,00,000 
for ministerial 
pen­ 
sions. 
A general campaign 
of 
na- 
tIon-wide scope was advocated as the 
heft means of raising the fund. 
Ii w as planned to g i v e each prea« h- 
r at his retirem ent one half of the 
aveiage annual salary 
of 
all 
the 
pieaehers in the country thereby glv 


Mg the minister who has served most 
•f his years In a small congregation 
an equal standing ‘ti the pension m at­ 
ter with Ilia more fortunate brother 
i-dio has been getting a larger salary 
In n larger church. 
The m ajority of the speakers laid 
stress on the fact that of all profes­ 
sions the m inistry as a whole was the 
poorest paid and Iii many Instances 
tin* compensation was barely enough 
to support the preacher, who in the 
majority of rases had a family to look 
after. 
AU speakers were In favor of 
the pension and asked for concerted 
action In securing the funds which 
would enable a minister after years 
of hard work in the pulpit to retire 
assured that he would he taken care 
of In his declining days. 
“ Flowers on the coffin east no fra ­ 
grance backward over life's weary 
way. 
Give them the flowers now,” 
said Chaplain E. C. d em an d of the 
Third Regiment Minnesota National 
Guard In commenting on what would 
he auld and done for the preacher af­ 
ter he is dead. 
“ Most of us enter tho 
ministry poor and leave It poor,” he 
added. 
Rev. W. H. Holt of the I’reshyter- 
iiui hoard, auld there waa more money 
In standing on the front end of a 
street car than In standing In a pul­ 
pit. 
"W hat do we demand 
from 
preachers?” he asked. 
“ Four great 
qualities, Consecration, Intelligence, 
Self-respect and Efficiency. 
W hat •« 
the quotation on these qualifications? 
Nothing.” 
T hat he would Boner be the poor 
Methodist minister In the smallest 
church than president of the United 
States was the statem ent of Bishop 
Edwin Holt Hughes of California. 
“ I believe in justice, however,” he 
said, ‘’and think that every retired 
m inister should receive a decent sup 
port on the plans of simple honor 
and as a debt due him.” 
The average yearly pension of the 
workman of the various corporations 
is far above the average compensa 
lion of the wornout minister, was the 
assertion of Rev. John T. Brainier 
Smith of Chicago, editor of th* Vet­ 
eran breacher.

Caring for Milk 


in Hot Weather 


W ashington. July 2» 
This sum ­ 
mer had proved to tin* usual number 
of housewives the complexity of the 
problem of caring for milk In hot 
weather. 
Heat to the extent accumulated by 
allowing milk to stand on a warm 
porch or in the sun la enough to start 
the bacteria in milk to multiplying 
at a rapid rate and thus make it unfit 
for use as sweet milk, according to 
the dairy specialists of the depart­ 
ment of agriculture. 
The hot days 
also bring the flies, the great germ 
carriers, and the clouds of dust lad­ 
en with bacteria, which, when com­ 
ing to rest on milk respect acies may 
easily contaminate the milk. 
Milk la regarded as a neutral med­ 
ium for bacteria, and 
the 
rapidity 
with which the various forms will 
multiply under the proper tem pera­ 
tures is astonishing. 
It 
has 
been 
shown that 
lf a cubic 
centimeter 
(about one half tea spoonful) of milk 
containing IO bacteria ta kept at tis 
per cent tem perature for 24 hours 
the bacteria villi have multiplied In­ 
to about ti I,OOO. 
In the same milk, 
lf held at 50 per cent the growth of 
bacteria would be very small, possi­ 
bly as low us 40 in 24 hours. 
Milk 
which contains si large num ber of 
bacteria Is either not fresh or has 
come from a diseased cow or has o th ­ 
erwise been contaminated. 
Flies are poasihly the most dang­ 
erous bacteria carriers likely to come 
In contact with milk. 
These scaven­ 
gers luny convey the germs of ty­ 
phoid fever or other contagious dis 
eases from the sick room 
to 
the 
milk. 
Typhoid epidemics have been 
caused by tiles spreading the germs. 


M ilk should he guarded from tiles aa 
rigorously as care would be taken to 
avoid exposure lo d ise a s e . 
Cow* an* now put on pasture, and 
milk Is more easily produced tinder 
sanitary conditions than during the 
winter months when the cow a ar** 
stabled all the time. 
Milk may he 
handled by the moat correct and san 
Bary methods known, anil yet lf It la 
not cooled Immediately after milking 
and kept cool until consumed, It very 
soon begins to change and sour. 
In 
fact, the bacterial content increases 
rapidly as long as the milk remains 
above 50 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The bacteria are dormant or In­ 
crease slowly at a lower temperature. 


For this reason, every precaution for 
keeping milk cold from tho time It Is 
produced until It reaches the consum­ 
er is essential.

a c c o m p l i almost nothing with this 
inadequate force in the way of fac­ 
tory inspection and the enforcement 
of the child labor law of Georgia.

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Queries and Replies Covering Matters of 
Importance to the Man Who Runs a Car 


What are the methods used in finding 
the tie rod bolt center position in re­ 
lation to king bolt center on a front 
axle for both tie rod in front and tie 
rod in rear of the axle? 
Are the wheel 
base and tread of a car of importance 
in finding these positions? 
Tho steering arm s are aligned so th a t 
their center lines intersect a t the cen­ 
tral I joint o f til** re a r axle. T his align­ 
m ent is ludcfM*ndent to som e ex ten t of 
the w heel alignm ent, as t*)th w heels 
m ay Im; correctly c a m io n # and g ath ­ 
ered, w ith one of the steering arm s at 
a faulty angle. 
In m oving straig h t 
ahead this w ould have no effect, but 
in turning tho w heels do n o t nm on 
a tru e circle, so th a t isith w heels aro 
subjected to a tire grinding. T he sam e 
effect results from the tie lx*lng t<M> 
short or too long. 
To determ ine w hether or not the 
steering connections are projierly m ade 
it is necessary to know th a t (lie an ­ 
gle of tile steering arm s and the axle 
spindle* is right, and th a t the tie rod 
Is of the rig h t length. 
Both of these 
depend u I ion th** distance a p a rt of the 
steering king Ixdts and on tho wheel 
base of tile ear. 
M easuring the angles of the steering 
cur, as m ade w ith th e axle, the correct 
angle th a t tile steering a n u s on the 
car should m ake w ith the cur Is found. 
Frequently in lining up tin* w heels of 
a car tile steering connections are 
throw n out by lengthening or shorten­ 
ing the tie rod to get the projier gather. 
This should never Is* done, as im proper 
gather Is usually the result of lieut 
wheel spindles. 
The tire w ear resu lt­ 
an t from had w heel setting Is obviated 
a t the expense of u serious w ear on 
account of faulty steering.

gested th a t you send a sam ple of the

There are a auntlier of rad iato r 
cleaner* manufacture! especially for 
m otor ears, and they m ay bo beneficial. 


Is the clutch of th© dick type if the 
car is managed by the clutch coming 
against a round fiat piece of metal?

Tito disk clutch consists of a ae­ 
ries of inetul plates, face to face, alter- 
n te ones lH*lng connected to tho engine 
and tho others to the transm ission.

device you refer to is the clutch brake 
to keep th e clutch from spinning.

I have trouble with pounding in the 
second cylinder of my car.

When 
I have run 400 or 500 miles the knock 
reappears. 
The machine has run 3,700 
miles in all. Can you tell tho trouble? 
T he m ost probable cause of the 
knock you m ention is a loose bearing. 
T his m ay be a m ain, connecting rod, 
w rlstpin 
or 
cam shaft 
bearing. 
It 
m ight also be caused by u broken pis­ 
ton ring, the cam shaft being out of 
alignm ent, or lf tile knock Is not very 
severe it m ay be th e result of carbon 
on a valve seat. 
As It Is m ost probable 
th a t. is It in the cra n k sh aft hearings, 
these should Is? Inspected and if nec­ 
essary carefully taken up, or lf they 
are badly scored they may need to Im* 
scrap*#, or In an extrem e case they 
will require replacing. 
In taking up 
th e bearings great care should Im? ex ­ 
orcised twit to get them too tight, and 
it should Im> noted th a t it is quite pos­ 
sible th a t tho reason your m achine be 
gins to knock again a fte r going 400 or 
500 m iles a fte r tho bearings have been 
ad ju sted too tightly. 
W hen a lK*nring 
Is too tight excessive friction is tire re­ 
sult, 
and 
overheating occurs. 
This 
w ears tim bearing aw ny in a very short 
tliiM* and in som e n iw s m ay even m elt 
tho metnL T he lustring should Im? only 
taken up enough to rem ove all play. 
It would hardly seem poaalbk? th a t 
tho 
Itearlngs 
should 
need 
scraping 
afte r th e car has gone such a sh o rt dis 
tanto, b u t lf they have Im***ii adjust*# 
too tightly it m ay Im* th a t they an* b ad ­ 
ly so o n # , and lf this is tho ess© scrap ­ 
ing will be necessary.

should be le ft to th e care of an ex­ 
perienced and skillful m echanic and Is 
not a Job for tho novice.

A nother explanation is th a t 
th ere is d irt iii the fuel pipe and th u t 
therefore tho pussago of fuel is very 
slow, w ith th e result th a t it takes 
som e tim e for tho cham ber to becom e 
tilled, and if an attem p t Is m ade to 
s ta rt Im'fore this tim e difficulty m ay 
Im* experienced.

point of engagem ent of one or m ore 
m oving parts w ith other p arts there is 
a chance for a knock. 
S tartin g w ith 
the piston, if this is too loose, there 
will be a distinct slapping sound.

can only be cured by the use of an 
oversized piston. 
T he next point is a t 
the w rist pin, w hich m ight have a 
knock tine to looseness in the upper 
connecting rod. T he fourth j»oint is in 
the m ain bearings in the crankshaft, 
fifth a t the connection betw een the 
c ra n k sh aft and clutch, then in the uni­ 
versal Joints and the gear box bear­ 
ings and betw een th e teeth of th e dif­ 
feren t gears. 
Loose valve tappets, 
tim ing gears, etc., are also fru itfu l 
sources of knocks. 


Will it shorten th© |if© of a piston by 
drilling to lighten it, or is there any 
disadvantage in so doing? 
You can drill th e pistons and get 
good results. 
M any racing cars use 
such pistons. 
It will be b etter and 
cheaper In th e end to get pistons of 
som e light m aterial, 
such as niag- 
nallum .
